Miss Blanche Geary of New York 
City, reputed to be the foremost 
housing authority tor women in the 
country, brieves that the time has 
come for the organization of a Wo­ 
man’s 
Housing 
Foundation. 
This 
foundation according to Miss Geary, 
Should make a thorough 
study 
of 
the modern wage earning girl, the 
present-day 
business 
and 
profes­ 
sional woman, and the 
traveling 
woman and then put through sample 
projects built and operated on a 
financial basis good enough to at­ 
tract capital satisfied with a rea­ 
sonable return. 
Miss Geary’s activities have in­ 
cluded planning gymnasiums, swim­ 
ming pools, kitchenettes for young 
business 
girls 
and 
co-operative 
apartments for older women. During 
the war she directed the opening 
and management of the Hotel Petro- 
grad for American women in Paris. 
“It is in the small home,” ex­ 
plains Miss Geary, “ that, as a rule, 


the furnished rooms or room and 
board at moderate rates, can be ob­ 
tained. The 
shortage 
of. small 
homes inevitably spells shortage of 
furnished rooms. Attention has been 
called 
repeatedly of 
late to 
the 
steadily increasing numbers of wo­ 
men and girls employed of necessity 
away from home. Some set the fig­ 
ure at twelve million in industry. 
Certain it is that the large majority 
are dependent on the furnised room 
for living quarters. 
“If these twelve million women 
in industry ^re counted upon as so 
many prospective homemakers and 
mothers, it behooves those who care 
for the development of fine Ameri­ 
can physique, good nerves and mor­ 
al backbone, to concern themselves 
with 
te study 
of’ 
ow best to meet 
their need for suitable living quart­ 
ers. We house our soldiers and sail­ 
ors with proper care having In mind 
their service to the 
nation— how 
much more do we need to recognize 
society’s protecting responsibility to 
our future mothers.” 
Miss Geary commends the Y. W. 
C. A, for its work on a solution for 
the hqpsing problem. Through the 
architectural bureau of the Y. W. 
C. A. a study has been made of 
ideal floor plans. 
They have Search­ 
ed for the cheapest possible floor 
plan that is suitable. 
A variety of efforts is also be­ 
ing made by a number of other or­ 
ganizations such 
as 
the 
Young 
Women’s Hebrew Association, 
the 
Young Women's 
Catholic 
Associa­ 
tion, the Girl’s Friendly Society, the 
Junior League and the Bureau of 
Boarding Houses, but all of these 
together are far from adequate in 
our larges'"cities where the pressure 
is greatest, according to Miss Geary.

Increased opposition from Jthe 
west will he furnished by Leland 
Stanford university which made on­ 
ly a fair showing in 1921 but three 
weeks ago tied the Golden Bears it 
61 1-2 points in their annual dual 
meet. 
Not only will the intercollegiate 
meet decide the inter-collegiate track 
superiority of the two seaboards, 
hut also the holder of the Pacific 
Coast Championship because of the 
tie at Berkeley, affording the west­ 
ern 
invaders 
a double 
incentive. 
California won over Harvard last 
year by one-half point, accumulat­ 
ing a total of 27 1*2; Stanford total­ 
ed only 16. 
BS Colleges on Mark. 
Athletes representing 33 colleges, 
the vast majority from the East, are 
expected to toe the mark. New in­ 
tercollegiate 
and, 
perhaps, 
new 
world’s records, may be established, 
the Harvard Stadium oval being con­ 
sidered one of the fastest cinder 
paths in the country, its only equal 
being Franklin Field, Philadelphia,

The poultry specialist of the agri­ 
cultural departm ent of the U niver­ 
sity of Florida advises the use of 
sulphur for sore head am ong chick­ 
ens. 
He says: 
“Sorehead losses have been reduc­ 
ed in the last few years by adding 
flour of sulphur to 
the feed 
of 
grow ing stock. At the beginning of 
the season when sorehead usually 
appears, add two pounds of flour 
of sulphur to every IOO pounds of 
mash. T his will be helpful in sever­ 
al ways, one of which is .by keep­ 
ing the birds in condition to pass 
through the sorehead period more 
quickly and safely. The middle of 
May is the tim e to begin this tre a t­ 
m ent. Feed this m edicated mash to 
all the poultry th a t have never had 
sorehead. Chicks th at had it last 
year will not be subject to it this 
or next year. 
“ If, in this flock to which you are 
giving sulphur, a case of sorehead 
appears, add two pounds of sulphur 
to every IOO pounds of mash. Sul­ 
phur should be given all sum m er, at 
least for IOO days after beginning 
in May.

I sprayed the 
hen house with kerosene oil just 
before night after th at and the mos­ 
quitos would swarm out of it. I had 
very little trouble a fte r that.

The 
lady m akes me clean out the chick­ 
en houses frequently and about once 
a week I put crude oil on all roosts 
and in the cracks w here the mites 
m ight harbor. It is said th at most 
of the m ites hide on th e roosts and 
in the cracks during the day and 
come out at night to torm ent the 
chickens. Hence with oiled roosts 
the mies can’t make much headway 
getting to the fowls and w ith the 
cracks filled there is no place to 
hide.
